This freak of nuture, as It were, wWas
located on the property of Michael
Duggan, on New Cemelery street. It
wag located there, bul is now disap-
peared, the vain and wind of the early
part of the week having broken away
the flower and blown it into the aly,
What leaves vemaln of the perfect rose
in formatlen and appearance were

plicked from the tres yesterday by
The Tribune man, who visited the place
tp confirm the glowing wstories that
were told by those who saw the flower
or blorgom when It was perfect,

As mentioned, the fower or blossom
resembled a roswe so clogely that even
only n few feet aAway one would easlly
be led In pronouncing It a rose, A
cloger examination, however, revealed
dellcately tinted leaves of the stronger
fibre of the apple tree. This, howover,
was the only thing about the flower to
Rugpest [ta belonging to an apple tree,
In size It was about two Inchea in
dlameter, and in lts general appearance
It wis a smuch ke a rose as any
flower or bloggom could be,

There were only two of them on the
tree, and both appeared after the ugual
bloom of crab-apple bloggoms had dis-
appeared. This clfcumsatance, added
to the strangeness of thelr appearance.
This, too, was the first time that any

blossoms of this sort appeared on the-

tree, though it hns been blooming and
bearing lfor several yenrs,

rose-1{ke blosgom, had {ta éffect on the
Imaginationg of the superstitions ones
of the nelighborhood, and it was re-
garded as more than one omen of fil
